Loans may not
be issued from the fund until after July 31, 2025.
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The Bank of North Dakota shall develop policies for the loans in

consultation with the advisory board, and the policies may include
provisions for loan participation with local financial institutions. To be

eligible for a loan under this section. the entity shall agree to provide the
Bank with information as requested. The Bank shall review loan
applications. For a loan under this section, the term may not exceed
twenty years, and the interest rate must be the prevailing interest rate
charged to North Dakota governmental entities. The Bank shall deposit in
the fund all principal and interest paid on the loans made from the fund.
The Bank may use a portion of the interest paid on the outstanding loans
as a servicing fee to pay for administrative costs, not to exceed one-half

of one percent of the amount of the interest payment. The Bank shall
contract with a certified public accounting firm to audit the fund if the fund

has any outstanding loans. The cost of the audit must be paid from the
fund.

SECTION 3. EFFECTIVE DATE. Section 1 of this Act becomes effective for
oil and gas gross production tax revenue allocations after July 31, 2021."
